Gen. Chang Hsun, Imperial 
Leader, Admits 
by Tendering Resignation 


Failure

PEKIN IS SURROUNDED 
BY REPUBLICAN FORCES 


Gen. Chang Hsun Is Being 
Deserted by His Troops. 
Likely That the General 
Will Be Captured by the 
Republicans. 


London, July 8.—The dispatch from 
Pekin early this morning announcing 
the abdication of Hsuan Tung, the 
young emperor who was put back on 
the throne by General Chang Hsun, is 
corroborated by a cablegram received 
today from Reuter’s correspondent 
there. 

It appears that Genera! Chang 
Hsun, depressed by the failure of his 
attempt to restore the monarchy, ten- 
dered his resignation to the emperor, 
who thereupon issued an edict announc- 
ing his abdication. 

The republican forces occupy stra- 
tegic positions in the southern and 
western outskirts of-the city and there 
is every prospect of a peaceful settle- 
ment. 

Airplane Bombs Palace. 

Reuter’s Pekin correspondent reports

Chang’s Army Depleted. 

The engagement at Lang Fang, Reu- 
_ter’s correspondent at Pekin says, was 
not severe and General Chang Hsun’'s 
|forces retreated to Fengtai, several 
/miles south of Pekin on the Tien Tsin 
|railway, without offering much resist- 
| ance. Desertions are said to have 
pleted Chang's army and the republi- 
cans pressed after it rapidly, captur- 
ing the principal roads and railways 
entering the city from the southeast, 
southwest and north.

to the Exchange Telegraph company, 
were expected to mediate between the 
opposing forces at the request of the 
imperialists. 

About 250 Americar

CHINESE REPUBLIC

Washington, July § 8.

Berlin, July 8.—-Unless all present in- 
dications fail in the next few days 
the German empire is on the eve of 
a momentous, if not historical, parlia- 
mentary upheaval. Developments un- 
der the gilded dome of the reichstag 
building in the last forty-eight hours 
point squarely to ae significant re- 
alignment in favor of sweeping elee- 
toral and parliamentary reforms, in 
spite of the stubborn resistance of 
the reactionary old guard. 

Although the sessions of the main 
committee and the constitutional com- 
mittee have been of an executive na- 
ture, the press comments in this morn. 
ing’s papers permit the inference that 
the discussions of vital subjects of 
governmental policy frequently reached 
the boiling point. That they have been 
of gravely significant import indi- 
cated clearly by the sudden decision 
to postpone the Saturday plenary sé¢s- 
sion which w to have marked the 
opening of the general debate and the 
expected speech of Chancellor von

The outstanding facts ascertainable 
through the doubly censored informa- 
tion emerging - from Germany are 
these: 

Mathias Erzaberger, a prominent 
clerical center representative, made a 
sensational speech in the secret ses- 
sion of the committee, attacking the 
admiralty and Pan-Germans as th 
great obstacles to peace and advocat- 
ing peace without annexations or in- 
demnities and the introduction of par- 
liamentarism. Herr Erzberger, how- 
ever, did not speak in behalf of his 
party, which would have meant that 
the imperial chancellor, Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, faced a hostile major- 
ity in the parliament. 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
the following day could, therefore, 
venture a flat refusal to commit him- 
self to the program of peace without 
annexations or indemnities, and to am- 
biguous declarationg on the internal 
reform poner. The air was full of 
electricity when the committee ada- 
journed last night, but the tension was 
far lower than at the opening of the 


session, and the clerical Germania, the 
organ of the moderate middle section 
lof the Catholic party, was able to say 
that Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg’s ex- 
planations and appeals were crowned 
by a certain measure of success and 
that the edge had been taken from the 
crisis. 

Tomorrow alone will show whether 
the radical and socialist forces, as- 
sisted by Herr Erzberger, are able to 
reinforce their attacks sufficiently to 
score any material success. 

The Tageblatt and papers of that 
stamp, whieh have magnified the crisis 
into virtually a revolution, seemed to 
assume that Herr Erzberger would 
carry his entire party. the largest in 
the reichstag, with him. But the cleri- 
cal deputies, who earlier were divided 
into an aggressive Pan-German annexa- 
tionist, anti-Bethmann group, working 
with the conservatives, and a moderate 
wing devoting its efforts to smooth- 
ing out the quarrels and keeping a 
working réichstag majority behind the 
government, now seem to be divided 
into three sections, the third group 
following Erzberger.

End Comes to Veteven of Civil 
War After Operation. 


James I. C. Kerr, a veteran of the 
civil war, died Sunday night at the Wes- 
ley (Memorial hospital, following an 
operation. He was a native of North 
Carolina, but had been a resident of 
Atlanta for a long period, moving a 
few years ago to Decatur, where he 
lived at the time of his death. 

He was a graduate of the University 
of Georgia, class of 1859, and entered 
the practice of law after his gradua- 
tion, leaving his practice and entering 
the Confederate army during the war. 

The decease rallied after the serious 
operation Friday and was thought on 
the road to recovery until Sunday aft- 
ernoon, when complications developed 
and he did not regain consciousness. 
He was seventy-five years of age. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. C. E. 
Kerr; three daughters, Mrs. F. A. Cole- 
man, Graymont, Ga., and Misses Mabel 


and Harriet Kerr, and a son, J. Edwin 
Kerr. Two brothers, John H. Kerr, of 
Yanceyville, N. C., and B. W. Graves, 
of Danville, Va., also survive.

her debt to France in the same spirit 
and for the same cause in which French 
blood stained the soil of Virginia in be- 
half of American liberty. 

He said that for American soldiers:to 
desert the battefleld when American 
rights have been avenged would be a 
national tragedy, and that if they re- 
turn before world freedom is gained 
they will have to leave their flag in 
France, for there will be no more 
America. ‘

People Jointly Interested. 


“Senator Hardwick is entitled to hold 
his own opinion in every matter where he 
only is concerned, but the American people 
are interested jointly with him in every 
matter where they are equally concerned. 

“No man who is fair and just would 
attempt to cut short Senator Hardwick's 
privileges as a citizen; but while he is their 
representative they have a right to expect 
representation.

his Columbus speech. 

“In this hour of distress, when millions 
are giving up their lives for the same lib- 
erty that America enjoys, and has entered 
this war to safeguard, loyalty may be con- 
sidered as the greatest of virtues. I sin- 


cerely hope that, under the circumstances, 
there shall be no serious breach between 
Senator Hardwick and the people he rep- 
resents, and that his conduct may be such 
as that not only the people of Georgia, but 
the strong liberty-loving people of America 
as a whole, can and will stand with him and 
hold his hands up in the performance of the 
high duties that, necessarily, come to him 
by virtue of his position.

Hundreds Rush to Scene. 

Immediately the news of the wreck 
became known in Dalton, hundreds of 
citizens left immediately for the scene. 
Physicians were rushed out in ambu- 
lances and private automobiles, and 
the injured were immediately removed 
to a hospital here. 

Five cars were thrown from the 
track, in addition to the engine, two of 


which were filled with passengers 
going to Atlanta to spend the day. The 
observation car on the rear end of the 
train and two Pullman cars adjoining 
were the only cars which remained on 
the track. 

The engine was broken loose from 
its: couplings and rolled down a steep 
embankment, turning completely over 
and resting with its wheels pointing 
upward. 

The mail car, next to the engine, was 
dragged part of the way with it, but 
lay on its side, almost overturned. The 
baggage car remained coupled to it, 
and lay suspended almost in midair, 
being supported by the mail car, which 
lay against an embankment 

The day coach for negroes, which 
Was next in line from the engine, lay 
overturned, with its head almost touch- 
ing the center of the baggage car, from 
which the couplings had been broken. 
The white day coach and the diner lay 
on their sides against the hill, the back 
end of the diner almost touching the 
tracks from which it had plunged. 

Engineer C. M. Harwell climbed from 
the window of the engine, and pulled 
the fireman out with him. Both were 
badly bruised, and Mr. Harwell was 
scalded by escaping steam. The track 
was torn up for 75 yards, , 

A gruesome incident in connection 
with the wreck was that the metal cas- 
ket containing the body of Columbus

But the Aviator 
Won the Battle 


Chances Million to One 
Against Him, Sergeant 
| Campbell, o f Lafayette 
Squadrilla, Saved His 
Life. 


French Front in France, July 3.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Sergeant An- 
drew Campbell won in a fight with 
death, with the chances a million to 
one against him, while flying with the 
Lafayette squadrilla yesterday after- 
noon. The lower left wing of his air- 
plane broke off when he was soaring a 
mile high. Only his presence of mind 
and coolness saved him. 

Campbell threw all the controls on 
the other side and volplaned some dis- 
tance in order to detach the floating 
remnants of the broken wing which 
were beating against the body of the 
machine and threatening to dislocate 
everything. Then, when he had suc- 
ceeded in this maneuver, he descended 
slowly on the remaining wing into a 
beet field without injury to himself. 
The slightest turn in the air would 
have meant death. 

This accident was preceded by the 
ceremony of the presentation of an 
American flag to the squadrilla by an 
employee of the treasury department at 
Washington. French and American avi- 
ators from several squadrillas were 
paraded on the flying grounds for thé 
ceremony, which was a fine spectaclé 
of the fraternity of the two nations. 
The famous Alpine band played thé 
national anthems of both countries. 

Before the ceremony Corporals Camp- 
bell, Bridgeman, Hewitt, Hinkle and

PENSION MADNESS. 


A plan is now being worked out by the 
federal administration by which the lives of 
soldiers are to be insured by the government, 
the idea being to start right in this war and 
not permit the government to be subject to 
the outrageous abuses that have grown out 
of the pension system in the past. 

That under the pension system the gov- 


ernment has been pillaged, there can be no 


doubt. And the worst part of it is that now, 
fifty years after the close of the civil war, 
the thing is growing worse instead of better. 

Nobody objects to the principle of help- 
ing every needy veteran, or! his immediate 
dependents. But we have gone far beyond 
that, and the pension system now is not 
based upon the principle of helping the 
needy, but upon simply gralttuity—in some 
cases, even, where there was no service. 

In the north the extent to which the fed- 
eral pension system is exploited is little 
short of a national disgrace. The principle 
of the pension is so grossly and flagrantly 
violated, and the violations are so generally 
known, that discussion of them is not nec- 
essary. 

Probably the: proposed insurance system, 
which contemplates a fixed and definite ex- 
penditure for the relief of war victims, will 
forestall such abuses so far as service in the 
present war is concerned. 

A bill has been- introduced in the Georgia 
legislature intended to open still wider the 
flood-gates for pension waste in this state by 
removing the constitutional limitation which 
provides that pensions shall be paid only to 
beneficiaries who are worth under $1,500. 
It invites every confederate veteran or vet- 
eran’s widow to ram his or her hand into the 
state’s treasury, whether needy or nat. 

Pension Commissioner Lindsay estimates 
that if this bill becomes law it will add 2,000 
pensioners to the rolls; and, as pensioners, 
receiving $100 each, it would add $200,000 to 
the annual pension appropriation. 

In the first place, Georgia cannot afford 
this excess expenditure; and in the second, if 
the state were so prosperous as to Have 
$200,000 with no real need for it, it would be 
far better to distribute it among the needy 
veterans and needy widows than to heap it 
in the form of bounty upon those who do not 
need it! 

The existing pension system, with its 
$1,500 limitation, was established by the con- 
federate veterans themselves, and they knew 
pretty well what they were doing and what 
their needs require. And now for the state 
to come back, more than fifty years after the 
close of the war, and open the flood-gates to 
an extent to which even the confederate vet- 
erans themselves refused to go, woul¢c be 
nothing short of mad extravagance. 

The legislature will act wisely, and in 
keeping with popular sentiment, if it wastes 
no time in consideration of this uncalled- 
for, plunderous bill. 


SAVE THE CHILDREN. 


In certain sections of the country there 
is talk of attempts to suspend the operation 
of child labor laws for the duration of the 
war, in order that the children might do 
their “bit” in supplying, so far as posible, 
the labor shortage which the recruiting of 
armies must entail. 

It is to be hoped nothing more than 
talk will come of it—and that some sort 
of “maxim silencer’ will speedily be put 
upon even the talk. 

Those inspiring the discussion probably 
are themselves inspired by } patriotic mo- 
tives, but there is nothing even savoring 
of patriotism in that which they advocate. 
It is just the opposite. 

Elsewhere upon this page we reproduce 
an editorial from The Chicago Tribune, 
strongly and vigorously denunciatory of this 
suggested reversal to an old order of child- 
abuse, from which the nation was years 
and decades in freeing itself. The Tribune 
hits the nail squarely upon the head when 
it says that our war-time responsibility to 
our children demands that we see to it that 
they come through it “unexploited, undam- 
aged, and as sound in body, mind and 
morals as they are today!” 

Were the children again placed at the 


’ 


mercy of the sweatshops of the country 
they would be bound to suffer physically, 
mentally and morally—and all unnecessarily 
—and the American people, however willing 
to sacrifice for the sake of victory and na- 
tional honor, are not willing to needlessly 
sacrifice the children of the land. They are 


in no mood for trifling with those who 


would have them do it. 

We are fighting for civilization in this 
war. Then, let us meet the demands of 
civilization at home by keeping the tender 
bodies of our growing children out of the 
sweatshops, and out of fields of employment 
never intended for immature laborers. 


STABBING THEIR COUNTRY. 


Free speech is one thing; license quite 
another. And those—fortunately they are 
few—who employ their right of free speech 
in counseling evasion or refusal of service 
to the government which guarantees and 
safeguards them are, to say the least, en- 
gaged in mighty thankless business. Some 
of them, in fact, skate desperately near the 
line of demarkation between loyalty and 
treason. 

In all that has been written and said 
about this class of ungrateful citizens since 
our belligerency began last April, none of it 
is more aptly applicable than an expression 
by Lincoln, uttered during the civil war. 

“Must I,” asked Lincoln, “shoot a simple- 
minded soldier boy who deserts, while I 
must not touch a hair of a wily agitator who 
induces him to desert?” 

In the present stage of our warfare against 
autocracy the “slacker” is in a category not 
far above that of the deserter; and the man 
or woman whe counsels young men to evade 
or resist service to the government is really 
as dangerous a menace as one who induces 
“a simple-minded soldier boy” to desert. 
And, as Lincoln bluntly inferred, in all jus- 
tice the punishment of the agitator should 
be equally as, if not more, severe than that 
prescribed for the “slacker” or the deserter. 

The American doctrine of freedom of 
speech is one of our noblest heritages. It 
was not intended to be—but frequently is— 
abused. Nor was it created to shield traitors 
—but some misguided folk, it is sad to say, 
employ it for precisely that purpose. 

It is a safe presumption that our fore- 
fathers, happy and optimistic in their newly- 
acquired freedom, did not, in writing the 
guaranty of free speech into the fundamental 
law of the land, intend that speech in Amer- 
ica should be so free that any citizen might 
overstep the bounds of decency and good 
citizenship in the exercise of it. 

That, however, is precisely what those 
alleged “pacifists”’ 
ists” are doing, 
streets, in public places—even holding open 
meetings—in opposition to the laws of the 
land, and openly advising young men not 
only to fight the draft but to shun the re- 
cruiting offices. 

Before war was declared those who con- 
scientiously opposed our entrance into it had 
a perfect right under the law to voice their 
opposition and argue their reasons. It was 
a matter upon which citizens could differ, 
and did differ, without opening their patriot- 
ism to challenge. But once war became an 
actuality the time when agitation against it 
could properly be carried on came to an 
abrupt end. 3 

And it is gratifying that the vast major- 
ity, and the leaders, of the ente-bellum “pac- 
ifists’” quit like patriots, and are today 
doing everything within their power to 
strengthen the arm of Uncle Sam in war, 
that the government’s ends might the more 
speedily be attained and the slaughter, at 
thought of which they shuddered, be the 
more hastily terminated. 

They, shoulder to shoulder with their 
more militaristic brothers, are striving to 
speed the coming of the day when—

They followed the only truly American 
course; they listened only to the dictates of 
patriotism. 

Those who are keeping up their agitation 
against what is and must be, regardless of 
whatever can now be said or done, are stab- 
bing their country in the back and playing 
direct into the hands of the kaiser, and 
something ought to be done to stop their 
tongues and bring them to a stern realization 
of the enormity of their folly.

Citizens of Tomorrow. 


(From the Chicago Tribune.) 

Greed, hysteria, and maudlin sentiment— 
queer allies!'—unite in a campaign to damage 
childhood in ,.war time. At Albany and at 
Washington there is talk already of suspend- 
ing child labor laws. Greed explains partly. 
Hysteria helps. People are in a mood to do 
excitedly and without 
did under compulsion. Then, too, a maud- 
lin sentiment is saying, “How sweet to let 
the dear little children do their bit!’’ 

Sweet! Europe has tried all that. Euro- 
pean children have cut school to work on 
farms. They have slaved in munition fac- 
tories. They have drudged by night. The 
result has been an immense increase in juve- 
nile rascality and an immense decrease in 
juvenile vigor of body and mind. The same 
countries that began by letting children do 
their bit are now endeavoring to mend the 
mischief. Assuming that the war may last 
two years, the children’s bureau at Washing- 
ton has a large polyglot staff at work in the 
library of congress examining reports from 
all our allies regarding the conditions of 
child life in war -time, and the information 
thus far collected makes pretty tragical read- 
ing. You can easily damage childhood. Re- 
pairing the damage is by no means easy, and 
the most of it never can be repaired. 

The children of America are in for trouble 
enough without having it thrust upon them 
by the suspension of laws for their protec- 
tion. Many will suffer from underfeeding. 
Fifteen per cent of the children in New York 
city suffer from underfeeding even in time of 
peace. And many will suffer from neglect. 
Wait till the war gets going in grim earnest. 
Then we shall see young mothers rushing to 
the munition factories or taking men's jobs 
outside and leaving multitudes of little chil- 
dren to shift as they can. We shall see 
schoolhouses turned into hospitals. Evils in 
themselves, both these calamities will tend 
toward the still greater evil of juvenile de- 
linquency. This is not guesswork on our 
part; it is a prediction based on official data 
from England, France, Russia, Italy, and all 
the allied countries. Let us take chre that 
neither greed nor hysteria nor maudlin sen- 
timent aggravates misfortunes inevitable 
when a nation puts forth its whole strength 
in a war of long duration. 

Humanity forbids. Common sense forbids. 
National self-interest forbids. This last 
especially. For the children of today are the 
citizens of tomorrow, and woe to the nation 
that stunts or enfeebles or depraves its chil- 
dren. We'can safely bequeath to the next 
generation some share of the pecuniary bur- 
den accruing from this war; in the nature of 
things, fate will bequeath to the next gen- 
eration a handicap at once mental and moral;

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HARDWICK SCORED IN SAVANNAH.

Senator Thomas W. Hardwick was bDit- 
terly denounced last night at the patriotic 
dinner of the Greater Savannah Commercial 
club at the Hotel Savannah for his out- 
burst against selective draft and the presi- 
dent in his Fourth of July address at Co- 
lumbus.

This, said Mr. Bdwards, is no time for any

or against America. Mr. Hardwick, he stated, 
had acted most unwisely, and that a reso- 
lution condemning his actions should go out 
from Savannah that all the world might 
know that Georgia does not approve of such 
disloyal utterances. 

E. A. Cutts, addressing the club, stated 
that he had been very closely connected with 
Senator Hardwick in the past, and did all 
he could towards having him elected, but 
that he hoped now that he would resign. 

Herman C. Shruptrine, president of the 
club, declared that he wished Mr. Hardwick 
were crazy as it were better to have a crazy 
man in the senate than a man who acted 
like a traitor. He said there was nothing 
too strong that could be said ‘against Mr. 
Hardwick as a public man.

Congregational Church 
Principles Are Shown 
By Dr. William A. Lee 


“What Do Congregationalists Believe?” 
was the subject of the Rev. William A. Lee’s 
sermon at the Central Congregational church 
on Sunday morning. He answered the ques- 
tion so far as doctrine is concerned by read- 
ing the brief and simple confession of faith 
in use in his own. church, commenting on its 
undogmatic character, its devout and rev- 
erent spirit, ‘its undisguised cordiality to- 
wards modern culture, especially in sclence 
and Biblical criticism. 

Speaking of the broad underlying princi- 
ples upon which the Congregational churches 
are founded, Dr. Lee emphasized especially 
individual and church liberty. “There is,’ 
said he, ‘an undoubted affinity between our 
religious democracy and the civil democra- 
cy which surrounds us. And there is just 
as marked an attractiveness between our 
undogmatic temper and the trend of the times 
towards a thoroughgoing religious freedom 
which may be had without closing the eyes 
to archaic restrictions upon -personal con- 
duct on the one hand, or without labored 
coming to terms with the doctrinal verbiage 
of yesterday on the other. 

“Dean Worcester has said that the great- 
est discovery of the past century is the hu- 
man soul. Was he thinking of the soul’s val- 
ue to the body in the treatment of disease” 
Very possibly, at least in part. And that 
value is a real one, recognized increasingly 
by medical men of the foremost type. 
supremely is the ‘discovery’ of the 
soul of prime value religiously. Men, 
example, are seeing as never before that no 
successful quest of truth, and no real un- 
folding of personality are even pessible apart 
from intellectual honesty. It cannot pro- 
ceed so long aS men are compelled to freight 
creeds and confessions of faith with mean- 
ings not there, —e black white. Bee 

“Men ought not to be dependent upon civil 
institutions to secure and conserve that lib- 
erty of thought which is the one: price of. in- 
tellectual honesty. Because of the moral 
and spiritual worth of such honesty the 
church ought to subsidize it rather than to 
hamper it, as thousands of men within and 
without the church have found the church 
to have done. We shall get nowhere with the 
solution of our big, grave social problems 
of whatever nature until we look ourselves 
and one another straight in the eye, daring 
both to think and to speak with honesty 
and frankness. And that thing ought to 
begin in the church. The church should be 
its citadel and home. Mental honesty, in- 
tellectual integrity and straigntforwardness 
ought so to permeate the very atmosphere 
of every religious institution that square- 
dealing with one’s mental self may be made 
the first and last articles of every man’s 
creed.”

the regimental band was there and 
played a number of classical and sacred 
selections. At the end of an inspiring 
epeech by S. C. Dobbs, the rendition of 
“Just Before the Battle; Mother,” left 
the audience sitting in absolute silence, 
impressed with the spirit of the ocga- 
sion. 

Dr. W. F. Penn presided at the meet- 
ing. He urged the negro citizens to 
respond to the need of the Red Cross, 
Saying that in the American armies 
to go to France would be many of 
their-race. 

Colonel Noyes Attends. 

Colonel Noyes sat through the entire 
program, and was one of the most in- 
terested in the house. He followed 
closely the talks of the afternoon, and 
at the end explained from the soldier's 
point of view the wonderful work the 


Red Cross is doing. 

When the women had passed 
through the audience with the little 
buckets, a total of $312.07 was raised 
in cash. Of this amount, $85 came 
though Rev. A. D. Williams from Eben- 
ezer Baptist church, $38.63 was report- 
ed by Rev. James. P. Bryant from 
Wheat Street Baptist church, and was 
greeted Dy many cheers, as this 
church was destroyed in the recent fire. 
The greatest applause of all came when

“Somewhere in France.” 

Then into the trencheseand up to the 
firing line the speaker carried hig au- 
dience with him, step by step. 

Here the scene changed. It was in 
the Krupp factory in Hamburg. ‘lI 
see workmen,” Mr. Dobbs continued, 
“making little steel bullets which will 
stop that body's progress. They laugh 
with Prussian hate as they place the 
little steel jackets over these bullets. 

Stopped By Bullet. 

“Then we see again the boy as he 
receives the order that in a few hours 
he must up and charge the enemy's 
trenches. He starts up the.hill. Thou- 
sands of bullets are whizzing past and 
when he reaches the center of ‘No- 
Miun'‘s Land’ one of those bullets made 
in Hamburg finds its mark, and the 
boy drops, while his blood flows from 
his body.

To Aid the Germans, 
Says Colored Pastor 


“lI hope no negro will allow himself 
to be discouraged or embitter by 
outbreaks of race hatred such as’ has 
recently disgraced Illinois and stirred 
to its depths the moral sense of the 
entire nation,” said Dr. James Bond, 
pastor of the Rush Memorial Congre- 
| gational church, yesterday morning, in 
the prelude on “The East St. Louig In- 
cident and the Negro.” 

“There is,’ said he, “no reasonable 
ground for either discouragement or 
bitterness in this awful expression of 
race hatred. We are, with all good citi- 
zens, shocked and horrified that such 
a thing could happen at this time any- 
where in our beloved country. 

We have a sense of shame and humil- 
iation not as negroes, but as citizens, 
/+that while we are fighting for démoc- 
racy across the seas, dedicating to the 
task our pest treasure and our most 
splendid men, here in the greatest de- 
mocracy on the globe such undemo- 
‘cratic, euch inhuman deeds should be 
perpetrated. They minister not to the 
needs of Russia, but they aid and abet 
Germany. 

As an citizen I 
ashamed. As a negro I am hurt. 
a Christian I am grieved. But I am 
neither discouraged or embittered. My 
heart is still full 
with the milk of human Kindness. 
First I believe in God. God omnipo- 
tent still reigneth. Justice and judg- 
ment are the habitation of His throne. 
Second, I still believe in the strength 
of our institutions and in the inherent 
sense of justice in the great American 
heart, which, when the passions and 
prejudices of my fellow-citizens 
subsided, will assert itself. 
so, or else all the treasure 
blood shed to establish and maintain 
this democracy of ours, and all 
blood and treasure now as freely 
fered to establish democracies 
the seas, will prove an awful 
and human nature the offspring 
the devil and not of God.” 

Third, I am animated 
tained by hope and love be- 
cause I believe in the negro 
race. Its history, its present attain- 
ments, its spirit, convinces me that 
within it are the elements of inde- 
structibility. 
secution it will emerge, bigger, and 
truer, and finer, to add its contribution 
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a part and from which it has received 
so much.”

Complete Food Embargo for 60 Days, 

The inclusion of foodstuffs in the 
proclamatién lends color to statements 
that the administration is considering 
the advisability of a complete embargo 
for sixty days on all food shipments to 
give the country time to ascertain the 
amount of its supplies and to give al- 
lied and neutral countries an oppor- 
tunity to present a full program of 
their requirements. 

The president said the government 
was trying first to ameliorate present 
food conditions and conditions that are 
expected to arise between now and the 
next harvest. Many officials, alarmed 
at the wheat shortage and the heavy 
drain the allies and neutrals are mak- 
ing on American food supplies, are urg- 
ing an immediate cmbargo on food ship- 
ments. 

Through control of coal and fuels the 
government intends to take a firm 
grasp on shipping. An arrangement 
under negotiation will give the Ameri- 
can and British governments control 
not only of all allied tonnage, but of 
neutral vessels as well. Ships now on 
runs not regarded as necessary to a 
successful conduct of the war will be 
forced into trades considered more es- 
sential, and vessels now held in port 
through fear of submarine attack will 
be required to gp into service. 

Control of Iron and Steel. 

Control of iron and steel was made 
necessary by war demands on the iron 
and steel industries. A shortage of 


stee] in this country is threatened be- 
cause of the large amount that is being 
diverted to munitions manufacture and 
the construction of the government's 
merchant fleet. Japan’s heavy pur- 
chases of steel plates for merchant ship- 
building made necessary that plates be 
put under control. At the same time 
this action gives the government a 
weapon with which to force Japanese 
tonnage into the trans-Atlantic trades. 

Specific regulations governing food 
in ports and shipments of other com- 
modities named in today’s list are ex- 
cte issued by the president 
within a few days. Even if a com- 
plete embargo is not placed on food 
exports for a time it is known many 
restrictions will be made. 

One argument advanced by advocates 
of a complete embargo on food ship- 
ments is that the neutral countries 
and the allies have presented entirely 
different statements regarding the 
amount of foodstuffs going from the 
neutral countries into Germany. The 
president declares in his statement that 
this government has no desire to do any 
injustice to neutral countries, and in- 
tends to co-operate with them in add- 
ing to their necessary supplies. 


President's Proclamation. 


The president’s proclamation, after 
quoting the law émpowering the gov- 
ernment to take control of exports, 
savs: 

“TIT hereby proclaim to all whom it 
may concern that, except at such time 
or times and under such regulations 
and orders and subject to such limita- 
tions and exceptions as the president 
shall prescribe, until otherwise ordered 
by the president or by congress, the 
following articles, namely: Coal, coke, 
fuel, oils, kerosene and gasoline, in- 
cluding bunkers; food grains, flour‘and 
meal therefrom, fodder and feeds, meats 
and fats, pig iron, steel billets, ship 
plates and structural shapes, scrap 
iron and scrap steel; ferro manganese, 
fertilizers, arms, ammunition and ex- 
plosives, shall not, on and after the 
fifteenth day of July, 1917, be carrieq 
out of or exported from the United 
States or its territorial possessions to 
Abyssinia, Afghanistan, Albania, Argen- 
tina, Austria-Hungary, Belgium, her 
colonies, possessions or protectorates, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Bulgaria, China, Chile, 
Columbia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Denmark, 
her colonies, possessions or protec- 
torates, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
Egypt, France, her colonies, possessions 
or protectorates, Germany, her colonies, 
possessions or _ protectorates, Great 
Britain, her colonies, possessions or 
protectorates, Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Honduras, Italy, her colonies, posses- 
sions or protectorates, Japan, Liberia, 
Leichtenstein, Luxemburg, Mexico, 
Monaco, Montenegro, Morocco, Nepal, 
Nicaragua, The Netherlagds, her col- 
onies, possessions or protectorates, Nor- 
way, Oman, Panama, Paraguay, Persia, 
Peru, Portugal, her colonies, posses- 
siens or protectorates, Rumania, Rus- 
sia, Salvador, San Marino, Serbia, Siam, 
Spain, her colonies, possessions or pro- 
tectorates, Sweden, Switzerland, Uru- 
guay, Venezuela or Turkey. 

“The orders and regulations from 
time to time prescribed will be admin- 
istered by and under the authority of 
the secretary of commerce, from whom 
licenses, in conformity with the said 
orders and regulations, will issue.” 


Statement by President. 


The president’s statement 
panying the proclamation, said: 

“In controlling by license the export 
of certain indispensable commodities 
from the United States, the government 
has first and chiefly in view the amel- 
ioration of the food conditions which 
have arisen or are likely to arise in our 
own country before new crops are har- 
vested. Not only is the conservation of 
our prime faod and fodder supplies a 
matter which vitally concerns our own 
people, but the retention of an adequate 
supply of raw materials is essential to 
our program of military and naval con- 
struction and the continuance of our 
necessary domestic activities. We shall, 
therefore, similarly safeguard all our 
fundamental supplies. 

“It is obviously the duty of the Unit- 
ed States in liberating any surplus 
products over and above our own do- 
metic needs, to consider first the ne- 
cessities of all the nations engaged in 
war against the central empires. As 
to neutral nations, however, we also 
recognize our duty. The government 
does not wish to hamper them. On 
the contrary, it wishes.and intends, by 
all fair and equitable means, to co-op- 
erate with them in their difficult task 
of adding from our available surpluses 
to their own domestic supply and of 
meeting their pressing necessities or 
deficit. In considering the deficits 
of food supplies, the government means 
only to fulfill its obvious obligation to 
assure itself that neutrals are husband- 
ing their own resources and that our 
supplies will not become available, 
either directly or indirectly, to feed the 
enemy.” 


Getting Licenses for Export. 


The method of procedure in obtain- 
ing licenses for export was outlined to- 
night by Secretary Redfield, who will 
administer the act, as follows: 

“First, applications for licenses may 
be made by the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce, division of export 
licenses, 1435 K_ street, Washington, 
Db. C., or to other of any branches of

Appeals from the ruling of the local 
boards must be made to’ the higher 
board within ten days. 

The circular does not cover the sum- 
moning of the men for actual service, 
pointing out that selection and ac- 
ceptance does not mean an immediate 
summons. Then the time of the draw- 
ing is not specified, but issuance of 
the circular is taken to mean that the 
work of selection may be in progress 
within a few days. September 1 has 
been tentatively considered as the date 
for assembling the first half million 
men in cantonments for training. 

Steps Registered Man Must Tuke. 

The steps a registered person should 
take are set forth in great detail in 
the circular. First of all, the registrant 
is advised to find out the location of 
the office of his county or city local 
board and then ascertain, if he intends 
to claim exemption for agricultural 
or industrial reasons, to what district 
board he must apply. 

“Every board has numbered the cards 
in its jurisdiction with red ink in a 
series running from 1 to the number 
representing the total number of cards 
in its jurisdiction,” continues the cir- 
cular. “Lists showing the names of 
persons tn the jurisdiction of each 
board and the red ink number of each 
card are open to inspection at the of- 
fice of each board. Inspect the list 
and inform yourself of your red ink 
serial number. 

“These red ink numbers are to be 
drawn by lot to determine the order 
in which registered persons are to be 
called by the various local boards. As 
soon as the drawing is complete, lists 
showing the order in which these red 
ink numbers are drawn will be pub- 
lished in the press, and will be posted 
at the office of each local board. Go 
to your local board and find out the 
order in which you stand for call. 

“As soon as quotas are assigned to 
each state and each board, each board 
will call upon persons whose cards are 
in its jurisdiction, instructing them to 
present themselves for examination. 
This call will be posted at the local 
board and the papers will be requested 
to print it. A notice will also be mail- 
ed you, but the posting of the list at 
the office of the board will be deemed 
sufficient notice to charge you with 
the duty of presenting yourself. . .

Staple Moved Last Week 
Over Range of $14 Per 
Bale, But Closed With 


Net Loss of 55 to 65 
Points. 


New Orleans, July 8.—Cotton moved over 
an extreme range of 256 to 277 points on 
this market last week, or $14 a bale on the 
most active months. A moderate rise early 
in the week was followed by wide declines 
which, in turn, were succeeded by wide re- 
coveries. The net change for the week was 
& loss of only 55 to 65 points. 

On the opening of the week the market 
was up about 60 points on expectations of 
bullish bureau reports on condition and 
acreage. These reports; however, were not 
as bullish as expected and were followed by 
a deciine which carried active months 210 
to 225 points under the last prices of the 
preceding week. - 

Although the siump started after the crop 
,reports, much of the selling was stimulated 
by fear of legislation against cotton and the 
efforts by England to induce joint regulation 
of the market by England and the United 
States. Much lHquidation came out and, 
with it, considerable short selling. Toward 
the end of the week the market acted over- 
sold and came back strongly to within less 
‘than half a cent of the previous week's 
close. 

While the bureau reports acted against 
values, bullish traders claimed the condi- 
tion of 70.3 per cent of the normal on June 
25, the loweet on record for that date, on 
top of a decrease of 4 per cent in acreage, 
could not be considered anything but highly 
unfavorable. 

The weather was considered favorable, on 
the whole, and most traders thought the 
crop had improved under it. On the end of 
the week, however, Texas was still com- 
plaining of droughty conditions and this 
week Texas conditions will be given much 
consideration. News of the course of the 
tropical disturbance reported at the end of 
last week will be eagerly awaited tomorrow, 
for it was recalled that the first hurricane 
of last season hit the gulf coast the first 
week in July. 


SLACKING IN RISE 
UF IRON AND STEEL 


No Further Advance in Pig, 
While Coke Is Offered at 
$15 Per Ton After Selling 
as High as $17. 


& 

New York, July 8.—A more conservative 
tone has tempered the upward movement in 
iron ang steel prices the last few days. No 
further advance has been made in pig iron. 
Coke, after selline as high as $17 per ton, 
has been obtained from some avenues at $15 


for prompt shipment. 

Current orders for rolled steel are less 
than 50 per cent of mill capacity and busi- 

nese in some lines, outside of government, 
buying has been brought to a halt. Some 
manufacturing plants are operating only 
40 to 60 per cent of capacity or even less, 
because steel cannot be obtained in needed 
quantities. 

Government buying is weighing more 
heavily on the steel companies and may 
reach 40 per cent of mill capacity. It is 
estimated that shipments on government 
orders are now being made at the rate of 
400,000 tons per month. 

Sales of 7,000 tons of sheet bars have 
been made at $110 per ton in the open mar- 
ket and one contract of 25,000 tons of 
blooms is under negotiation. 

Railroads have placed additional orders 
for 2,450 cars, including work at railroad 
shops. Rails are scarce and wanted urgent- 
ly. Very small lots even of standard sec- 
tions have sold as high as 4% to 5 cents 
per pound. The largest interests have re- 
fused an order for 27,000 tons for Nor- 
way. 

Sales of pig iron since July 1 amounted 
to 125.900 tons ”’and an equal tonnage is 
pending. China and Japan are buying south- 
ern foundry iron actively and Italy is being 
helped by the United States government to 
buy 60,000 tons of Bessemer: iron in the 
central west.

Business Conditions Healthy 


In Spite of Readjustments 


DECREASE IN FAILURES NOTED 
BY DUN’S REVIEW. 


With mid-year inventorying and the ar- 
rival of the vacation period there is a natu- 
ral slowing down in various branches of 
business, and in some instances activity has 
abated for other reagons, says Dun's review 
this week. Unsettl nt in both speculative 
and legitimate ma has resulted from 
the discussion of nmental control of 
products and prices,“&nd there is a rather 
general disposition to defer new commit- 
ments pending the removal of existing un- 
certainties. Yet in most lines the extensive 
and increasing war requirements more than 
offset the lull in regular buying and, while 
in isolated cases machinery is idie through 
lack of orders, nearly all of the works 
have more contracts booked than can be 
conveniently handied. Most leading indus- 
tries, in fact, run under greater difficulty 
on account of the growing’ shortage of labor, 
and complaints of delayed deliveries become 
more insistent as the drawbacks in trans- 
portation continue. The effect of unsatis- 
factory fuel conditions is seen in the di- 
minished output of pig iron, and more steel 
plants have been forced to reduce opera- 
tions because sufficient materials are not 
immediately available.

Reaction in Cotton. 
That sudden and violent reaction might 
be experienced in cotton had 


been recognized in many quarters, and an 


extreme break of 250 points during two ses- 
sions has 


overshadowed all other specula- 
tive features. The turn came before the 
holiday and occurred in spite of the poorest 
crop condition estimate for this period on 
record, the possibility of federal control of 
the southern staple explaining the drastic 
shakedown of prices. Under the resultant 
heavy liquidation, all active options dropped 
below the 25c basis, and the list ended 
the week fully $8 a bale net lower. 

Yet this is less than one-third of the gain 
which was registered in June, and the gov- 
ernment’s acreage and condition figures fore- 
shadow only a moderate yield in a year 
when a big one is particularily needed. In 
contrast, news from the wheat fields has 
continued optimistic, and private calcula- 
tions now indicate a combined harvest many 
millions of bushels in excess of the recent 
official forecast. 

Uncertainty in Dry Goods, - 

The wide fluctuations in cotton have 
caused uncertainty in the dry goods mar- 
kets, and the situation has been further 
complicated by the possibilities of textile 
raw material coming under governmental 
control. The slowing down process usual 
at this season appears in primary channels, 
and distribution at retail, while responding 
to favorable weather, is on a conservative 
basis, as’ a whole. 

The extraordinary changes in prices are 
partially illustrated by a rise of 40 to 50 
per cent in gray cottons in the last six 
months, and further upward revisions have 
occurred during the week. 

It is not yet possible to discern general 
improvement in footwear, business still being 
confined mainly to government needs, and 
similar conditions prevail in leather, with 
the British embargo remaining a handicap.

CROP OUTLOOK BETTER, BRAD- 
STREET REPORTS. 


A shifting or readjusting process, born of 
war conditions, leads to repress- operations 
in some channels, while at the same time 
stimulating a wide range of war lines to 
greater animation. Yet, what may be termed 
regular. distributive business is large, and 


though it is conceded that there is not the 


snap to buying that was so remarkable six 
months ago, faith in the future of trade is 
only tempered by concern over government- 
al regulation of prices or by present un- 
certainty as to the full effects of readjust-

How far these readjustments will go and 
what lines will be most repressed while ex- 
pansion grows in the industries that are 
essential to warfare, is the leading ques- 
tion. However, the main developments of 
the week are favorable*notwithstanding that 
the larger lines evince seasonal quiet. Warm 
weather and July clearance sales have stim- 
ulated retail trade, which in turn has made 
for some records, and industry is active as 
ever, being only held back by shortage of 
labor or raw materials. 


Crop Conditions Better.

Withal, the season has been exceptionally 
backward for retail trade, and besides hit- 
ting summer goods, the economy campaign 
also struck at luxuries and fancy articles as 
well as furniture, and while some distrib- 
uters report an exceptionally good turnover 
the first half of the year, there are numer- 
ous reports of retail dealers asking that 
shipments of textiles be deferred until a 
later date.

Collections Good. 


Collections are relatively good, money is 
easy, bank clearings are large and business 
failures are light. The easier tone of money 
has failed to stimulate specualfion in securi- 
ties, and the disappointment caused by the 
interstate commerce commission’s decision 
On rates, and uncertainty as to government 
price regulations, is credited with the bear- 
ish tone shows. Bonds are dull and invest-

With warmer weather grain crops have 
made good growth, though corn is still 
backward, especially at the east, but a 
record crop is ifidicated. Winter wheat is 
turning out better than earlier expected, 
and the decrease from a year ago will 
not be nearly so large as had been thought.

Qhicago, July 8.—As one of the heirs 
to the estate of Marshall Field, famous 
merchant, of Chicago, Henry Field was 
accounted one of the richest young men 
of America. He was married last Feb- 
ruary to Miss :Nancy Kean Perkins, 
daughter of one of the famous Lang- 
horn sisters, of Virginia, her aunts 
being Mrs. William Waldorf Astor, Mrs. 
Charles Dana Gibson, Mrs. Paul Phipps, 
and Mrs. Robert Brand, of London, 
formerly Mrs. Reginald Brooks. 

Henry Field was the second son of 
Marshall Field I1., who died in 1905. 
His mother, later Mrs. Maldwin Drum- 
mond, of London, died in 1908. Henry 
Field was educated abroad, like his 
brother, Marshall Field III., and his 
sister, Gwendolyn. At the outbreak. of 
the Muropean war Henry served for a 
time in France as an ambulance driver. 

Under the terms of the will of the 
original Marshall Field, who died in 
1906, it was ordered that the estate 
should be held in trust for forty years, 
then to be divided between Marshall 
Field III. and Henry Field.
